After 
failing to find one in Burlington, we 
eventually found a nice two-bedroom 
apartment in the east end of Hamilton. 
We later learned that several other 
students also found apartments in this 
Same area, SO we are not as isolated as 
we thought we would be.

We had to keep in touch 
with each other constantly in order to 
ensure that we did not get duplicates, 
though this was not always successful.

Cooking has 
to be done by each person more often, 
but now at least there are only two 
critics. Transportation problems are 
made easier by having a car, though if 
someone wants to come to school later 
he has to rely on the Hamilton transit 
system. 

Despite these extra burdens and 
concerns which do take up more of 
our time, living independently is 
worthwhile. It gives one a sense of 
responsibility and a place you can 
truly call your own. In addition, living 
close to the heart of Hamilton shows 
us what city life is all about. It is truly 
an eye opening experience.
